Youth maintains innocence 
in shoplifting charge 


He claims he 
was assaulted 
during arrest

A Columbus youth, who is currently 
being tried for shoplifting, said he was 
assaulted by an undercover detective 
falsely arrested after walking out of a 
Kroger bathroom on November 22 

Alraphus Veney, 16, of 572 Larcomb 
Avenue, appeared before Judge Lias on 
Wednesday for the charge of stealing 
two-four packs of batteries that a Kroger 
detective believe the youth took into the 
bathroom with him 

The real story, however, this not only 
was batteries not found on the Wester 
ville: youth, but the detective slammed 
Alraphus against the wall and threw him 
gn the ground during the false arrest, the 
boy's family said 

"think it could have been handled 
better," said Darnell Veney, mother of the 
youth. "I went to Kroger on (2161 Eakin 
Road) and they said someone would call 
me back; They never called me back, | 


had to call them. | feel the charges 
shouldn't have been brought up." 

The family said after the shoplifting 
trial, the Veney family said they will press 
charges against Jeff Slovak, the detec- 
tive who is accused of assaulting the 
youth. 

The family said that Alraphus began 
hemorrhaging in the stomach after the 
incident and hasn't been the same since. 
The youth has a clinical history of severe 
ulcerative colitis, or unusual acid in the 
stomach. 

“| walked into Kroger and went to thé 
bathroom," Alraphus explained. “As | 
walked past him, he grabbed me, carried 
me to the door, slammed me against the 
wall and slammed me down to the 
ground, He said he was arresting me for 
shoplifting.” 

"They took me upstairs and asked, 
Where are the batteries'," said Alraphus, 
a 58", 175-pounder. "Someone called 
the Columbus Police, but they couldn't 
find any batteries. The guard said. ‘We 
will arrest him for assault." The officer, a 
six-foot, 210-pound man, told some 
Kroger employees the youth tried to fight 
back. Alraphus denied that statement 

Though batteries were never found on 
Alraphus, his mother received a call stat 
ing that batteries were found near a cash 
register. Alraphus said he had'‘not been

Safety officers fight city on EEO problem

Columbus’ Black safety officers, 
facing an uphill fight in their efforts to 
have city officials recognize their frustra- 
tion with the city safety director, are now 
taking their case to a higher court: the 
court of public opinion 

In a letter sent out to more than 100 
community leaders, mostly church pas 
tors, the Police Officers for Equal Rights 
(POER) and the Columbus African- 
American Firefighters Association 
(CAAFA) are calling on community 
groups and individuals to bombard city 
hall with complaints regarding the perfor 
mance of Columbus Safety Director 
Leonard Keller 

"The depths of racial animus within the 
Columbus Police Department of Public 
Safety now threatens the integrity of the 
Equal Employment Opportunity Office 
within that department," the letter said. In 
the wake of a finding of "probable cause’ 
against Safety Director Keller by one of 
the division's EEO officers, Jacqueline 
Barnett, the letter charged, Keller has 
waged a vendetta against Barnett 

But POER and the CAAFA said in their 
letter, signed by both organization presi- 


dents, that they are supporting Barnett 
Since her tenure as EEO administrator 
Jackie Barnett has conducted herself 
professionally and has given credibility to 
the Department of Public Safety," the 
letter said 

The letter was referring to allegations 
made by Barnett in a déposition taken by 
the POER on behalf of two of its mem 
bers. In the deposition, Barnett charged 
that Keller had attempted to file an EEO 
complaint against former POER presi 
dent James Moss, after Moss had filed a 
complaint against Keller; that Keller had 
made threatening remarks to Barnett 
regarding her tenure as EEO ad 
ministrafor; and that Keller had ex 
pressed hostility to the EEO program. 

A deposition by the other EEO ad- 
ministrator, Thomas Appel, made similar 
claims regarding Keller's antagonism to 
the EEO program, including a claim that 
Keller had threatened Appel with a 
charge of insubordination if he expressed 
his concerns about the city's failures 
ditectly to the federal district court judge 
monitoring the case 

The city is currently operating the 
Division of Police under a special order. 
which was made after the city had been 
found to have discriminated against the 


city's Black police officers in assignments 
and promotions and allowed an atmos- 
phere of harassment, Interim Order 12

| find the peacemeal reports that have 
been given to'the local media both con- 
flicting and confusing, to say the least. i 
don't profess to have the analytical ex- 
pertise of Sherlock Holmes, Perry Mason 
or Matiock, but what | have read and 
heard leads me to believe that this is an 
example of a police stop-and-search 
situation.in which the tragedy was com- 
pounding by an officer's actions; which 
reflected either police attitude towards a 
Black suspect in an inner city neighbor- 
hood or the reactions of an officer out of 
control due to fear and grief 

| am concerned over the contradiction 
over which officer made the initial contact 


with the Suspects car and made the radio 
report. From the time of the shootout on 
December 10 to the questioning of officer 
John Holloway around December 16 (al- 
most a week later) it was believed 
(reported) that officer Clites had made 
the initial contact and report and that 
officer Holloway was acting in response 
and backup.

each other 

Clites was hit twice (once in the head) 
Davis was hit once in the abdomen 
which pierce his liver. Both were critically 
wounded on the spot. Both wounds 
would result in death, according to medi- 
cal reports 

According to officer Holloway’s report 
Davis was capable oftmoving and had 
clarity of mind to ‘swear at him, crawl 
toward officer Clites’ gun (about 20 feet 
away), knowing his own gun was empty 
beside him, when Holloway commanded 
him to “Freeze!” Where upon, officer Hol- 
loway fired eight rounds of the nine 
rounds in his revolver at the prostrate 
Davis, striking him six times. Coroner 
William Adrion reported that any one of 
the seven bullets if Davis’ body could kill 


\him. Seenis/like a classic, example of 


overkill 

Perhaps the most nagging question is 
when was Davis handcuffed? Was it after 
Holloway had shot him six times? Could 
Holloway not have subdued the Critically 
wounded Davis betore firing?

DAS chief boots Asian 
Indians from MBE ranks

A 26-month struggle over the 
status of Asian Indians in the 
state's minority business set-aside 
program appears to have entered 
anew phase, as the director of the 
Ohio Department of Administrative 
Services has issued an order 
decertifying the 63 business in the 
program owned and operated by 
Asian Indians 

But the battle is unlikely to be 
over, as a suit grinds on in the court 
regarding the status of the group, 
which.was added to tte MBE pro- 
gram by the Voinovich administra- 
tion, And the decision could be a 
financial thorn in the side to the 
Voinovich administration, as at 
least one case has been filed 
which charged that a minority busi- 
ness-lost millions of dollars in con- 
tracts to Asian-Indian firms which 
should not have been certified 


James Conrad, director of the 
Ohio Department of Administrative 
Services, issued his order on 
December\ 21, after receiving a 
hearing officer's finding, dated 
December 5; asserting that the 
Asian indian companies did not 
meet the definition of “oriental” as 


mandated under the state's set- , 


aside law. 

The decertification of the Asian 
indians by the Department of Ad- 
ministrative Services began after a 
July, 1993 ruling of the Ohio Attor- 
ney General that Asian Indians -- 
those whose home is the Indian 
subcontinent -- are not covered by 
the protections of the minority 
business set-aside law. Ohio's 
set-aside law provides minority 
status to “Blacks, American In- 
dians, Hispanics and Orientals." 
‘Orientals" had been defined by 
administrative rule to include "the 
original people of the far east, in- 


cluding China, Japan and 
Southeast Asia,’ 

In 1984, when the Celeste Ad- 
Ministration attempted to broaden 
the administrative rules to include 
those from the Indian subcon- 
tinent, the legislature's Joint Com- 
mittee on Agency Rule Review, 
which passes on rules to ensure 
that they meet legislative intent, 
rejected the rule change. The fight 
against the change was led by the 
Black Elected Democrats of Ohio, 
the state's legislative Black 
caucus, which charged that the 
change violated the legislature's 
intent * 

in September, 1991, the ad- 
ministration of George Vainovich 
began certifying the Asian Indians 
anyway, without a formal change 
in the administrative rules, It was 
this decision which the Attorney 
General found illegal

Conrad said that the decertifica- 
tion was proceeding because of the 
Attorney General's decision 

*The Attorney General decided 
that Asian Indians could not be con- 
sidered as Orientals under the 
MBE program and we are abiding 
by that decision," Conrad said ina 
press release,~ However, the 
department's own hearing officer 
said that her ruling was not based 
on the Atterney General's opinion, 
but on her reading of the dictionary 
definition af the terms used in the 
Statute and rules 

Percy Squire, attorney for a 
Black contractor suing the state be- 
cause he had lost set-aside busi- 
ness to Asian Indian firms, was not 
surprised by Conrad's decision 

"There was no other course of 
action for the director" in the wake 
of the decision from his own hear- 
ing officer, Squire said. 

Squire added that there is a 
larger issue in the case. 

"Given the alleged initial motiva 
tion for certification (of the Asian-In- 
dians), what canbe done to redress 
the injury’ against a number of 
other minority firms, Squire said 

Squire was referring to allega- 
tions, raised by a number of sour- 
ces, that the certification of Asian 
Indians by the Voinovich ad- 
ministration had been ac- 
complished as a result of political 
contributions by the Asian-Indian 


community, The state Inspector 
General, who.investigated that al- 
legation as part of his inquiry into 
the Equal Opportunity Center, said 
his office ‘did not discover any 
evidence which would substantiate 
this assertion.’ 

But Squire said the decision to 
certify the Asian-indians. and the 
award of contracts to the group in 
apparent violation of the state law, 
caused a “real economic injury to 
be visited upon a very large group 
of people.” 

The contractor Squire is repre- 
senting. William Cargile Contrac- 
tors of Cincinnati. lost between $3 
million and S5 million in contracts 
on which he was the second bidder 
to Asian-indian firms which should 
not have been certified, according 
to Squire. The lost contracts 
“drove his company into 
bankruptcy,” Squire added 

% Squire is suing the state of Ohio 
on behalf of Cargile. and has 
sought-to add other minority busi- 
nesses in aclass-action because of 
the broad impact of the initial 
decision to certify Asian-Indian 
firms 

Despite the ruling and decision.- 
it is likely that the Asian Indian 
groups will continue their legal ac- 
tion to remain in the program. Asuit 
on the matter is still pending in 
Franklin County Common Pleas 
Court

f there is any season of the year which per- 
fectly reflects the notion of hope. it ts 
Christmas. There has been much debate 
among theologians about the account of the 


Christmas story as written in the Bible books of . 


Matthew and Luke 
But what has encouraged and strengthened 
millions for two thousand years is the message of 
hope which Christmas symbolizes and brings 
Into a world of darkness and sorrow, alight of hope 
is sent. The gift of God is shared with humankind, 
and the lives of millions are changed. 
The power of that message is not lost on us 
“today, Things have’not changed much from this 
time last year, Every day, we still see images of 
violence, greed and sorrow -- a. starving baby, 
mouth opened wide, eyes searching for food, in 


Africa: children of Bosnia, tattered and dirty, shoot- 
ing imaginary guns as real warfare blazes around 
them; Black and white South Africans, engaged in 
a horrible dance of death: as violence and warfare 
rages in that tragic land. And even in our own 
cities, coffins are used as symbols of a painful 
reality -- the deaths of so many of our young 
people to eruel, mindless attacks. 

Into this would filled with despair and hopeless- 
ness, a child was born. A light was sent, first 
fliékering then blazing, and even now powerful 
shining, into a darkened, sorrowing place, And 
that light still moves us, empowers us, and 
elevates us 

Allover, we continue to honor that beautiful light 
that was given.. And in honoring that light, we use 


Ending banking bias 


he Community Reinvestment Act. which Con- 

gress passed in 1977 with the intent of ending 

the banking industry's insidious practice of 
‘redlining” certain neighborhoods, has largely been a 
toothless tiger over the years 

The law requires that banks extend services and 
credit equally to all the areas they are chartered to 
serve, and share information regarding the banks 
credit and service practices with consumers, Federal 
examiners must review the banks periodically to deter 
mine whether they are complying with the law, and can 
use the failure to comply as a way to deny banks the 
nght to merge with. other banks or expand their ser- 
vices 

But in the past, federal examiners have. seemingly 
indiscriminately, - given more than 90 percent of all 
banks acceptable to very high marks for their policies 
and practices -- even where community groups have 
been angrily challenging banks lending policies. The 
process has focused on meeting the governments 
paperwork demands. rather than on effectively 
demonstrating how the banks capital has been dis- 
tributed effectively and aggressively to all credit-worthy 
persons 

In a very few high-profile cases -- for example, the 
challenge by Cleveland Mayor Mike White to the opera- 
tions of Bank One in Cleveland, or the CRA charged 
filed several years ago agains! a Bank One merger in 
indiana--has the issue of CRA compliance become 
critical to the successful operation of the banks. And 
then, banks begun to make aggressive shifts in the 
manner in which they provide credit to low-income and 
minority neighborhoods. 

But it remains possible for banks to slide by with little 
focus on improving responsiveness to minority com- 
munities and not see that lack of responsiveness chal- 
lenged by federal bank examiners. And study after 
Study in recent years -- including the federal 
government's own evaluations of banking practices 


have found marked disparities between the treatment 
of Blacks and whites in the receipt of mortgage loans, 
even where such factors as income have been factored 
n 

Now, the Clinton Administration is proposing a wel- 
come change in the enforcement of CRA. According 
to Eugene A. Ludwig, the Comptroller of the Currency, 
the regulators would now review banks based on data 
which would measure actual lending. The process. 
Ludwig said. would emphasize “performance over 
paperwork 

We believe that this is a welcome change. While the 
banks have complained in the past about the paper- 
work required by CRA, we believe that the paperwork 
blizzard can obscure the real issue of whether there 
has been a meaningful expansion of credit and services 
to minority communities 

The plan does not satisfy everyone, Both banks and 
some community groups have expressed some reser- 
vations the plan -- banks feeling the administration's 
etorts go too far, while community groups charge they 
have not gone far enough At the same time. most 
banks and community groups have agreed that the 
Clinton Administration's plan represents a step in the 
right direction. And it is on that ground of consensus 
that a fair plan can be shaped 

We believe it is absolutely critical that the govern- 
ment begin collection of racial data on the awarding of 
small business loans, in addition to-mortgage loans-as 
is now the case, While some members of the Federal 
Reserve Board apparently disagree with that concept. 
we believe it is absolutely esséntial as-a means to 
promote the infusion of capital into small and develop- 
ing minority businesses 

The president's plan is a good first step. We hope 
that the proposed changes will result in, as the govern- 
ment claims. the expansion of billions of dollars in credit 
opportunities to low-income communities and small 
and minority businesses 


Impartial probe needed 


he shooting death of Columbus Police Officer 
Chris Clites has left an outpouring of com- 
munity grief -- gnef that is certainly well-placed 
The murder of an officer in the line of duty iS unques- 
tionably one of the saddest tragedies in our society 
and reflects a lack of respect for the law 
But equally of concern to us are the circumstances 
by which the alleged assailant of Officer Clites, Bryan 
Davis. was killed. We believe that an independent 
investigation of the circumstances of the Davis shoot- 
ing is needed in order to dispel community questions 
regarding his death 
Several Windsor Terrace residents have charged 
that there was evidence that Davis was still alive, and 
other police control. when he was fatally shot. One 
resident said that she heard several shots after some- 
one, apparently Davis,“was told to get down on the 
ground 
Several residents have charged that police blocked 
the view of Davis’ body by the onlookers, Many have 
questioned whether Davis was handcuffed when he 
was shot 


o 


he American Civil Liberties Union has filed a-suit 
in federal court on behalf of the Ku Klux Klan, 
seeking a federal judge to mandate the Capitol 
Square Review and Advisory Board to grant the hate 
organization the right to hold another march on Capitol 
Square, and to place a cross on the square during the 
Christmas season. Federal District Court Judge James 
Graham will hear the appeal. We believe it is an appeal 
Graham should swiftly reject 
The ACLU has raised the specter of the destruction 
of ifie First Amendment if the Klan cannot spread its 
hate4illed venom on Capitol Square on Martin Luther 
King’s birthday. The board’s decision to deny the Klan 
the right to spread its message on Capitol Square, 
according to the complaint, represents "a continuing 
pattern of harassment and discriminatory conduct be- 
cause of the political viewpoints of the Plaintiffs,” 
We disagree. The Kian’s last request for a permit to 
parade on the grourids was approved by the Capitol 


Police officials have admitted that Davis was hand- 
cuffed, but they said that such an action was a precau- 
tionary measure because he was still alive 

The questions that have been raised regarding this 
shooting are serious, and we doubt that they can be 
handled impartially by the police department itself. We 
believe that an aggressive, independent investigation 
is absolutely @ssential in such a high-profile case. 

An independent autopsy can determine the entry- 
place of the wounds that Davis suffered. and whether 
they were consistent with him standing up or being on 
the ground, Combing the area for witnesses could 
produce some who can effectively corrorborate. or 
disprove, the police officers fecounting of events 

These steps. and more, can be taken to allay com- 
munity fears and concerns regarding the police treat- 
ment of cases such as this. Such an Independent 
investigation would help convince all members of the 
public that the dispassionate administration of justice 
iS an important part. of the character of Columbus 
governmental officials 


‘No’ to Klan rally 


Square Review and Advisory Board. The Klan held 
their recr ent drive. and the costs.of protection cost 
the City of Columbus alone almost $58,000. The Klan 
has consistently retused to pay those costs 

A previous decision by the U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the Sixth Circuit found that the payment of costs or 
bonds for the use of public spaces is not violative of free 
speech. The freedom of speech, the court held, need 
not be subsidized by the government. 

The Klang has refused to pay for the costs associated 
with its rales. It seeks merely to spread its hate and 
venom and let the taxpayers pick up the tab. We believe 
the Kian has no right to impose such costs on all those 
who despise its views. Its refusal to pay for the costs 
of the rally should bar it from using the Capitol Square 
site in the future.

‘Justice’ or ‘Just us?’ 


ltwas the week before Christmas, 
and the Ohio Criminal Sentencing 
Commission may have given 
Ohioans -- especially Black Ohioans 
-- a Christmas present quite unlike 
any other; the gift of admission 

In. a 23-page .report, the 
Commission's staff found that, in 
drug and theft cases, Blacks were far 
more likely to go to jail than whites 
While the study found that 61 percent 
of those arrested in Ohio in 1992 for 
drug abuse were Black. 89 percent 
of those sent to jail were Black 

Although the study did not consider whether Blacks 
and whites received different sentences for the same 
crimes. a federal study found’ that the average sen- 
tence for Blacks was 49 percent longer than that of 
whites in 1990 

David Diroll, the Commission director, said that the 
commission had tracked the race of those arrested for 
crimes; later indicted, and ultimately sentenced to jail. 
to determine if a disproportionate number of Blacks 
were being sentenced to jail in relation to the number 
of those arrested 

"For high-level crimes. generally it tracks reasonab- 
ly close, It seems like judges are doing a fairly color- 
blind job." Diroll said. For example. in Ohio in 1992. 68 
percent of those arrested for drug trafficking were 
Black. and 66 percent of those sent to prison for the 
same crime were Black, For other crimes. such as 
murder and rape. the percentage of those going to jail 
versus those arrested did not show a racial disparity 

But for simple drug abuse, the disparity was clear. 
Diroll found: a Black person was far more likely to go 
to jail) even when controlling for certain aggravating 
factors (Such as a previous criminal history), for simple 
drug possession than a white person 

Rick Dove. an aide to Ohio Chief Justice Thomas 
Moyer who, with the legislature. helped shape the 
commission, said that the report and its findings are 
still being considered by the commission. ‘It wasnt 
adopted by the commission," Dove said. "| dont think 
the commission as a whole is comfortable with what 
was-concluded here. 

But State Rep. Otto Beatty said that he was “ab- 
solutely not’ surprised by the findings of the. report 
What they did was just state what we (Blacks) already 
knew." Beatty said 

And Beatty was convinced that the disparities, now 
bad. would get worse as the sentencing commission 
prepares its guidelines 

The Sentencing Commission, which was created by 
the Legislature to evaluate the pattern of sentencing in 
order to ease prison crowding, has developed a sen- 
tencing proposal which will be submitted to the legisla- 
ture, Diroll said that there are features in the 
sentencing proposal which could help ease the dis- 
parity -- for example..a defendant would have the right 
to have his sentence appealed if there was evidence 
of racial disparity in the sentencing 

But the problem of disparities between Blacks and 
whites among those going to jail is a multi-faceted one

two consenting mature adults, other than behind closed 
doors. 

Unable to come up with any rational understanding 
of what could have possibly competied the couple to 
this public indecency: | Was filled with questions and 
sought answers

The prosecutor answered, “Judge it happened at

Dove said that what may appear to be sentencing 
disparities may ultimately go back to those making 
arrests in the field. “There may be some disparity at 
the arrest Stage. and may relate to law enforcement 
practices," Dove said. It is clear that one of the key 
disparities in the system -- between the treatment of 
crack cocaine and powdered cocaine -- is in part the 
result of aggressive street-level enforcement against 
crack dealers, most of whom are Black 

To Beatty. one of the key variables is not the judge, 
but the prosecutor. "That's where the real justice sys- 
tem is," Beatty asserted. Once an arrest has been 
made, the prosecutor essentially controls how the per- 
son arrested will be charged. "All they've got to do is 
give a break to one, and not another,” Beatty said 

Cuyahoga County Prosecutor Stephanie Tubbs- 
Jones agrees that prosecutors have wide discretion 
“Anybody that would say that the prosecutor does not 
impact the charge that is charged is lying to you," 
Tubbs-Jones says 

One of the reasons that Tubbs-Jones, who became 
the first Black ever named a county prosecutor in Ohio 
took the job was because of her change in role: ‘as a 
prosecutor, I'm pro-active. As a judge. Im reactive." 

But even Tubbs-Jones recognizes that, up and 
down the chain, there is tremendous discretion on all 
the parties -- discretion that can impact greatly on the 
disparities between Blacks and whites 

Ultimately, Tebbs-Jones believes, the solution is not 
merely one of changing sentencing, but of the criminal 
justice system developing the kind of introspection 
which allows it to make critical self-examination of all 
its practices. 

She noted thaf. when she taok office. one of the 
complaints raised against her office was that it too often 
requested the death penalty in certain murder cases -- 
far more often than any other county in the state. When 
she took office, Tubbs-Jones instituted a homicide- 
review committee which had the responsibility to ex- 
amine the cases more carefully to determine ff the 
death penalty was warranted. After establishing that 
committee, the number of cases with death-penalty 
specifications went down dramatically. 

There is "no question" that systematic self-examina- 
tion is needed -- “from law enforcement. from 
prosecutors, and from the judge.” Tubbs-Jones con- 
cluded. "When the police officer messes up. when the 
prosecutor messes up, when the judge messes up, 
when the jury messes up. people don't look just at 
them.” Tubbs-Jones said. "They look at the judicial 
system as being unfair." Since the problem is system- 
wide. the response must be system-wide

America is no democracy for African Americans

The ote eh that New Jersey 
Governor-elect Christie Whitman 
won election last month by sup- 
Pressing the black vote has 
renewed the debate about how 
democratic American truly is--or is 
not--for blacks 

As we all know, the history of 
voting rights in this country is 
decidedly anti-democratic, espe- 
cially when it comes to blacks. It is 
well worth remembering that, when 
the U.S. was founded in 1776, only 
free white male property holders of 
majority age--a tiny fraction of the 
entire population--were eligible to 
vote. 

When black males were “official- 
ly" given the right to vote in 1870, 
first lynchings and later poll taxes 
and the infamous literacy tests were 
used to ensure that they would not 
exercise their new-found right. 
Under the: so-called literacy tests, 
whites were generally asked an 
easy question (such as their name), 
while blacks were asked a:series of 
impossibly difficult questions until 
they failed 

But even the abolition of poll 
taxes (in 1966) and literacy tests (in 
1970) did not fully restore black 
voting rights. Each setback for 
white supremacy was met with a 
new tactic to frustrate black voters 
For example, as recently as 1981, 
a federal court found that New 
Jersey's Republican Party had 
hired off-duty, gun-toting white 
Rolicemen at inner-city polling 


places to verbally abuse and other- 
wise intimidate blacks so they 
would not vote. As a result, state 
Republicans were placed under 
court order to refrain from further 
attempts to suppress black voting 

Against this background, the 
confession of Ed Rollins, 
Republican Christie Whitman's 
campaign manager in this month's 
New Jersey governor's race, was 
only surprising for its candor, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that the 
court's order prohibiting such ac- 
tivities was still in effect. But it was 
not surprise to blacks that their 
voting rights are still being violated 

Rollins admitted that the Whit- 
man campaign had paid half a mil- 
lion dollars to ministers and 
Democratic campaign workers in 
black precincts tq refrain from’én- 
couraging blacks to vote. In the 
case of the Democratic campaign 
workers, they had already been 
hired by incumbent Governor Jim 
Florio's campaign to transport black 
voters to the polls 

Nonetheless, the Republican 
campaign secretly offered its 
opponent's employees the same 
amount of money not to work as 
they were getting from Florio to 
work on Election Day. "We'll match 
it; go home, sit and watch 
television," Rollins said the 
Democratic workers were told 
When it was over, Rollins con- 
cluded: "| think to a certain extent, 
we suppressed their (blacks’} 
votes." 


Rollins later made a‘series of 
retraction denying direct knowledge 
of the payoffs that he had earlier 
alleged. However, he confirmed 
that the had had a conversation with 
campaign co-chairwoman Lonna 
Hooks in which they discussed of- 
fering voluntary contributions to in- 
dividuals who had been asked to 
suppress black voting. 

The result of Rollins’ retractions 
has been a refueling of speculation 
that the payoffs did occur as 
habe alleged while at the same 
time making it more difficult to prove 
the allegations by eliminating Rol- 
lins as a direct source of this proof 

As news of the scandal has 
spread, various witnesses have 
come forward to corroborate 
Rollins’ charges. For instance, 
Webster Todd, the brother of Gover- 
nor-Elect Whitman and also her 
campaign manager until Rollins 
took over, also acknowledged that 
the Whitman campaign tried to sup- 
press black voting. 

But the most damaging evidence 
of all has come from State 
Democratic Chairman Raymond. 
Lesniak, who has identified some of 
the Democratic campaign workers 
who were offered money by the 
Republicans. Lesniak said, “we 
have Democratic Party workers 
who were approached by 
Republicans and asked not to work 
We also have leads on other 
Democratic workers who were ap- 
proached and accepted the pay- 
ments, but we don't have those 
names yet." 


Democrats, who have sued to 
overturn the election, believe that 
the Republicans’ dirty tricks were 
effective and provided the margin of 
votes that Mrs. Whitman needed for 
victory. The facts also seem to bear 
this out. With Florio's get-out-the- 
vote workers neutralized in black 
areas, an unusually low percentage 
of (traditionally Democratic) blacks 
voted and the Republican can- 
didate won by a one percent mar- 
gin 

Beyond questioning, the 
legitimacy of the election, neither 
the Democrats nor the mediais talk- 
ing about the very real criminal 
liability of the Whitman campaign it 
these charges are proven true 

In its lawsuit, the Democratic 
State Committee relies solely ‘on 
the U.S. Constitution and the voting 
Rights Act, completely ignoring the 
criminal violations involved. Illustra- 
tive of the media's attitude, the cur- 
rent issue of "Newsweek" 
magazine states: "Even if cash was 
distributed, it's not clear what, if any, 
laws were violated,’ By pretending 
that itis nota crime to violate blacks’ 
voting rights, the Democrats and 
the media are adding insult to injury 
not only to New Jersey's blacks, but 
to blacks across the country 

The truth is that New Jersey has 
two criminal statutes directly ‘on 
point that the Whitman campaign 
would have violated is the allega- 
tions are true. The first statute 
prohibits "commercial bribery." 
(N.J.S.A. See. 2C:21-10c) Com- 
mercial bribery is the act of giving a 


gift for the purposes of influencing 
the agent (such as an employee) of 
a private individual or corporation to 
improperly discharge a duty 
entrusted to the agent, 

If the Republicans paid 
Democratic workers to refrain from 
doing the job that, the Democratic 
Party had paid the workers to do 
(namely, to get out the black vote on 
Election Day), then that would con- 
stitute the crime of commercial 
bribery, 

A second New Jersey statute 
specifically prohibits commercial 
bribery in elections. this statute 
reads, in part: "No person...shall 
pay,..money,..to,..any other per- 
s0n.,.to Induce any voter to... refrain 
from Voting at [any] election 
(N.J.S\A. Sec. 19:34-39a), Viola- 
tion of either statute is a mis- 
demeanor 


As sordid as the current New 
Jersey election scandal is. the at- 
tention given to it takes the spotlight 
away from a far more dangerous 
attack on black political rights that 
occurs every day throughout this 
nation. Itis sadly ironic--but no coin- 
cidence--that, just as blacks are 
finally being given the right to vote, 
the white majority has replaced 
voting with campaign contributions 
as the primary way to influence 
government officials 

Wher only rich white males were 
allowed to vote, they didn't need to 
make campaign contributions to in 
fluence lawmakers. but once other 
groups were also permitted to vote, 


these whites then needed a way to 
maintain their control, Giving 
money to the lawmakers was it. 
Now, increasingly, the lawmakers 
are ignoring not only, the public jh- 
terest but also the people who voted 
for them in favor of the special inter- 
est groups that give them large 
sums of money. Because blacks do 
not have access to the millions of 
dollars in campaign contributions 
that white corporate America gives 
annually to politicians, blacks still 
have no voice in their government. 
In this way, the status quo from the 
time of slavery is preserved. 

lf America is ever going to be 
truly democratic, it must not only 
guarantee blacks the right to vote 
but also guarantee that not all the 
candidates for election are already 
owned by white interests. This will 
require enforcement of the prohibi- 
tons against not only the commer- 
cial bribery allegedly engaged in by 
New Jersey Governor-Elect 
Whitman's campaign but also the 
political bribery that campaign con- 
tributions to.all political bribery that 
campaign contributions to all 
politicians represent 


Only when campaign contribu- 
tions are completely banned will the 
rif, to vote regain its value and 
only “then will America become a 
democracy for blacks

"Walking around" money is 
not a new phenomenon

A sudden tinge shot through the 
recesses of my memory like an 
arthritis or bursitis attack.

Prestigious black cler- 
pymen added their amens in the 
lorms of “insulting the intelligence 
of black voters and "disrespect of 
the black churches" 

Ed Rollins quickly bit his tongue, 
ruled the announcement as jestful 
campaign boasting and pleaded 
that a momentary attack of "foat-in- 
mouth disease” made him do it. Mr 
Rollins’ tongue is now working; It is 
doubtful that he ever will. The New 
Jersey Democratic Party called for 
over turning the election. But later 
called it off. "A lack of evidence", 
they claimed; but | suspect they 


knew that what goes around comes 
around; and next time will be their 
time to use “dirty tricks" 

"A lack of evidence” is 
humorous, to say the least. If the 
announcement is true, what cler- 
gyman or worker would be fool 
enough to admit to being in on the 
take and forfeit receiving any future 
“walk-around" money? If actions 
speak louder than words, then the 
black clergymen could be judged

bers to turn out and vote. Especially 
his Republican members. At that 
time, there were many black 
registered Republicans in Colum- 
bus | have been one for over 50 
years. 

What was my personal role in all 
of this? | wasenot a payola- 
recipient.) was the courtesy person 
for my chufch. | gave the welcome 
to all visitors, including Professor 
Mays and the candidates, Later, 
following leadership of our officers, 
we members in unity persuaded 
the pastor to stop the practice of 
over-the-pulpit payoffs 

The regular candidate visita- 
tions have ceased; but! am positive 
that the practice of clergy-payola is 
still continued in some subtle form 
or another. It has its advantages in 
clergy power and prestige that 
equates into jobs for members and 
friends and special privilege for the 
church. 

| fail tovsee any illegalities in the 
practice that can stand up in court 
the pastor can only encourage; he 
cannot vote for a member, It is the 
name of the game, and politics is a

1994 Calendar" is the product of the 
Phillips’ creative. positive energy. 
“From The Seedling To The Tree." 
which is independently published by 
Paul's company Amandia Productions. 
isa —moving—bdlack«and-white 
photograph calendar that artistically 
puts a positive spotlight on average 
young African males from ages 18 
months to 28 years old. 

‘| was upset when | saw the study 
saying that one out of four Black males 
have been involved in crime." Paul 
Phillips recalls. "What about the other 
75 percent that go to school, that work 
in jobs. that help their families?" 

“From The Seedling To The Tree" is 
a dramatic evolution of photographs 
featuring young African American 
males in an uncommon view. 
Photographs include "The Seedling” 
toddler draped in African mudcloth: 
"Common Cloth," with a quartet of 
elementary school children sharing a 
wrap of metallic African cloth; the 
cornerstone “Power With Respon- 
sibility" quintet of young men in their 
208 cuddling a toddler, and "Urban 
Horsepower, ‘a striking young adult trio 
riding tall on horseback. 

“My personal favorite is “The Emer- 
gence" that shows the four young 14- 
year-old men from the ocean,” 
says Dorothy Christine Phillips. "All 
four of these young men will be 21 in

Lupus patients on the panel said 
family and friends do not under- 
stand their stages of fatigue. mood 
and weight changes. Many of them 
Said they try to continue to work and 
live a normal life even though they 


are in pain. Their faith in God and 
the support they receive from the 
lupus support group keeps them 
motivated in taking one day a’ a 
time 

Dr. William Hicks encouraged 
lupus patients and their familics 
seek advice from their physicians 
“Ask questions, and have regular 
examinations,” he-said. He also 
said it is difficult diagnosing a 
patient. with lupus because. of its 
many symptoms. Regular examina- 
tions are extremely helpful for the 
patient and physician 

The panel thanked all those in- 
dividuals who cared enough to edu- 
cate the public about lupus. They 
said more needs to be done.

Miscellaneous expenses can 
add up to a tax deduction 


You can't afford to overlook any mis- 
cellaneous expenses you incurred this 
past year. 

Miscellaneous expenses, job-hunting 
costs, costs associated with the produc- 
tion of income. as well as tax return 
preparation fees. Here's what you should 
know about these and other miscel- 
laneous expenses 

Allowable deductions 

If you itemize on your tax return, you 
may deduct miscellaneous expenses 
that exceed two percent of your adjusted 
gross income (AGI). Taxpayers with AGIs 
over $108,450 ($54,225 if married and 
filing separately) face another limitation 
They must reduce the total of their 
itemized deductions -(excluding medical 
expenses, investment expenses. casual- 
ty and theft losses, and gambling losses) 
by three percent of the amount by which 
their incomes exceed these limits 

Employee business expenses 

As an employee. you can dec. ict mis- 
cellaneous business expenses that are 
necessary" and “ordinary” for your job 
This means that you must demonstrate 
to the IRS that your employer expected 
or required you to incur these expenses 

Other qualified miscellaneous expen- 
ses may include union dues. dues to 
professional organizations. subscrip- 
tions to professional journals and 
magazines, and work Clothes and 
uniforms 


You may also deduct educational ex- 
penses, including tuition, books. supplies 
and lab fees, as long as the educational 
program 's necessary to maintain or im- 
prove your present work skills or is re- 
quired by your employer or the law to 
keep your present job 

Unreimbursed travel, transportation 
and 80 percent of business entertain- 
ment costs are also deductible on your 
1993 tax return, subject to the two per- 
cent floor. Strict tax rules apply, so be 
Sure to check with a tax advisor. Also, be 
aware.that beginning in 1994, only 50 
percent of employees unreimbursed 
business meals and entertainment costs 
will quality as miscellaneous expenses 

Job-hunting expenses 

You can fully deduct expenses as- 
sociated with looking for a job in your 
current line of work, These can include 
costs of preparing resumes, assembling 
a portfolio of your work. as well as travel- 
ing to and from job interviews. Keep in 
mind that if you recently lost your job as 
a construction worker and decide to pur 
sue a sales career, your job-hunting 
costs are not deductible for costs as 
sociated with looking for a job in a new 
line of business ‘

According to Ronnie Duncan, he is 
just one of many African Americans that 
has worked hard to achieve success as 
a television anchor, But to someone who 
has been watching from the sidelines, 
Duncan is the only Columbus 
sportscaster with high-energy, style and 
flair 

Duncan, 35, has been promoted to 
numbef one sports anchor for WSYX-TV 
6 after only four months in Columbus 
Without question, Duncan has worked 
extremelynard and has made the proper 
strides to bring their Sunday Sports Zone 
high ratings 

"Quite honestly, no | wasn’t expecting 
this so soon," Duncan said from his 
home. "| know | had a lot of hard work 
ahead of me for me to get here. But the 
bad thing is that I've lost a good friend in 
Mark Cooper. He was a classy in- 
dividual." 

Two hours after Cooper was released, 
Duncan was called into the office and 
asked if he was ready to bear the respon- 
sibility of becoming the top sports man 
for WSYX and all of Columbus 

“L-was told [| would pick up Mark’s 
duties," recalled ‘Duncan They 


reworked my contract. We mutually 
agreed on the number and they said they 
wanted to make me happy.” 

Along with his top ranking in television 
sports reporting, Duncan said he is 
prepared to run the race of his life with 
his competitors. "It is tough to get here, 
but the hardest partis staying there,” said 
the Baltimore, Maryland native. "To have 
worked 11 years and to achieve it in 
Columbus is very gratifying. But now 
people will monitor everything | say and 
every move | make." 

Apparently, Duncan has been 
watched under a microscope and the 
on-lookers have enjoyed their view. 

"As soon as | got here, Ronnie was 
pointed out to me," said Steve Doerr 
WSYX executive director, "You can see 
he was far more talented than a weekend 
anchor. He |s a high-energy and talented 
sports guy. You can't sit him down 
People really like him, We are in third so 
we think we need him, |’m glad he's on 
our team," 

Duncan, though full of life and, high 
self-esteem, said if it had not been for 
people who preceded him, his chance 
would not have come. He also hopes to 
become another pioneer for others to 
pattern. "This will open the door, crush 
some stereotypes and shed some light to 


give some African American males and 
females a chance to become anchor per- 
sons," Duncan said. “Anchors like An- 
gela- Pace, Charlene Brown and Jim 
Scott, they are excellent African 
American anchors. That is a progression 
of what is to come." 

"This is God's appreciation of hard 
work," Duncan said of his promotion, 
"But this is from the work of the Pace’s, 
Brown's and Scott's and the people 
before them. Whenever we can knock 
down myths, it is a victory won," 

The weekday sports reporting will be 
done by Duncan and he will continue his 
Channe! 6 Sports Zone, which he is co- 
producer with weekend anchor Jim Day. 
“The Zone" as they call it, is now the most 
watched sports show on Channel 6 

"Jim has excellent skills. His produc- 
tion skills are above others and we work 
well as a team,’ Duncan said, modestly 
shunning away the spotlight. "He brings 
a local flavor and.| bring a cultural ele- 
ment. It a conglomeration of teamwork 
We are having fun.” 

There has been times when his job 
hasn't been packed with enjoyment 
Duncan said, The day of Jayson Gwinn’s 
funeral, Channel 6 ran a story confirming 
that Gwinn had been drinking the night of 
his fatal accident.

OSU cruises in 
35-point beating 
of Kansas State

The Ohio State Lady Buckeyes 
proved Sunday that they are not taking 
any prisonérs, just names, in their quest 
to repeat as Big Ten champs and national 
contenders. 

The next name on the list this year 
was Kansas State, who walked into St 
John Arena with high hopes of putting 
their team on the map as well as in the 
Big Eight standings 

But the 15-ranked Bucks played the 
role of the scrooge in a 105-70 trouncing 
over the unranked Wildcats. Hoping that 
the fireplace glow with shine brightly on 
them throughout their next road trip, the 
Bucks will travel to Kentucky, Florida, 
Illinois. and Virginia before returning 
home in a Big Ten battle with Purdue 

The Buckeyes did go out with a bang 
shooting 54 percent from the three-point 
spot and 84 percent of their free throws 
Toss in Katie Smith's 27-point effort and 
Lavona Turner's 15-board performance 
and the rest is academic 

Ohio State's 17-2 run early in the 
second half widened the gap that was 
created by Kansas State turnovers and 
poor rebounding. The Wildcats closed 
within eight (44-36) at the half on 
Shawnda DeCamp's three-point buzzer 
beater. She scored 18 of her 30 points in 
the first half. The Wildcats continued to 
claw back, trailing 46-45, before Ohio 
State called a timeout, cooling off Kan- 
sas State and igniting themselves

Every other word that exited the 
mouths of people who knew Jayson 
Gwinn was “role model", "kind-hearted" 
and "polite", The simple truth ts, Gwinn, 
set examples that everyone wishes their 
kids would set 

Gwinn, an Ohio State Buckeye, was 
more than just a football player. The 20- 
year-old was a happy, well-mannered, big 
brother. 

“I've had contact with Jayson during 
summer basketball," said Jerry Watson, 
Program Director of All-Ohio Summer 
Basketball Program. "He was truly one of 
the good ones. He was one of the few who 
had his life in order, Just to see his career 
end was a tragedy.” 

An additional tragedy was that Gwinn 
was looked upto by so many young men, 
whether he actoally had contact with them 
or be simply being viewed on television 
making big quarterback sacks, 

"He was my big brother," said Greg 
Hairston, a former Brookhaven teammate 
of Gwinr’s. "He was a leader and a person 
you could stand by. Now I'm afraid of life.

A loss 
like this at his age is a terrible, terrible 
tragedy.”

"Here is a great young man who ap- 
pears to have it all together and his life is 
snuffed out like this,” Jones lamented. "! 
hope we all can learn from this terrible 
tragedy and began to love one another.”

Coaches, friends, admirers and 
associates came by the thousands 
to say a final farewell to Ohio State 
defensive back Jayson E. Gwinn, 
Sm, at the Mershon Auditorium, 
Thursday morning 

Over 2,000 flanked the 
auditorium to see Gwinn, who was 
buried.in his Buckeye uniform, and 
retain his memory as a dear and 
kind-hearted person 

Gwinn, 20, was:remembered as 
a young man who bared no ex- 
pense to assist a needy friend, offer 
words of encouragement, or do 


whatever was required to rectify 
any situation ‘i 

“He was a student, father, 
brother and an athlete," said Bill 
Myles, OSU assistant athletic direc- 
tor. “The whole comoatunity in 
general will miss this guy. | know 
what Anthony and his other 
brothers are going through. Jayson 
was one ofa kind.” 

The crying eyes of friends, ac- 
quaintances and former students at 
Brookhaven High School and Ohio 
State students told the story of 
Gwinn's presence. The 6-foot-3, 
260-pound Columbus native 
changed the lives that surrounded 
him 

"Jayson had already made his 
mark," OSU football coach Bill Con- 
ley told mourners "Because when 
Jayson smiled, everybody smiled 
He was a'true giver. He was a true 
friend. If you had a problem, Jayson 
had a problem. On the night of the 
tragedy, he was coming from the 
aide of a teammate." 

Gwinn was killed in a car acci- 
dent after helping a teammate who 
was shot at Faze || nightclub early

On Gwinn's returp to the team’s 

hotel, he collided ifto a car driven 
by Keri J. Adams of Waldeck 
Avenue. Gwinn was hit.on the driver 
side of his Volkswagen Jetta, which 
was careened intg a pole after spin- 
ning twice. Gwinn died at the scene. 

Yet, Gwinn’s death was not to be 

overshadowed by his demeanor on 
and off the field. "It was a lot more 
fun having him on our team than the 
other side," said Brian Dill, a Dublin 
football coach who had Gwinn on 
his All-Star football team. He stood 
out. He caught nine passes, 19 
tackles and kicked off. He was 
everywhere. The most important 
thing, Dill said, was how polite and 
respectful he was. | consider myself 
fortunate to have known him." 

Everyone that knew Gwinn con- 

sidered themselves fortunate 
Having the size of a bully, the young 
man was known as a gentle giant 

"When | met Jayson, he was in 

sixth grade of Crestview Middle 
School," recalled Bruce Howard, 
currently a teacher at Brookhaven 
High School where Gwinn 
graduated two years ago. "He was 
one of the biggest people in the 
building, but was a very humble and 
kind-hearted person. That's how 
he's always been. | came to Brook- 
haven after he graduated, but he 
never lost his personality or identity 
with all the success he had. Jayson 
gave you the impression that you 
were important to him. That's the 
type of person he was." 

Gwinn's successes include four- 

ear, three-sport varsity letters in 
football, basketball and track while 
becoming an All-American at 
Brookhaven High School. He was 
an All-Ohio Columbus Dispatch and 
Suburban News Player of the Year 
as. well as OSU's First Year Iron 
Man awardee and set an OSU 
record for single game tackles 

In Gwinn’s biggest game day, he 
recorded nine tackles, two sacks 

and two pass deflections in Ohio 
State's 23-17 win over Indiana this 
year 

"Jayson has touched many 

people's lives in many different 
ways," said Buckeye teammate 


Marlon Kerner, who was one of 
eight speakers during the funeral. "! 
will always remember his gpaité. He 
never let life's trials get to him. | will 
wear his number (in the Holiday 
Bow game) begguse | never got to 
tell him how mUCH he meant fo me. 
Anthony, I'd like to say | love you 
and if you need another brother, I'll 
be there for you." 

While Kerner and Anthony 
Gwinn play the Holiday Bowl on 
Dec. 30th, Gwinn will be playing in 
the Almighty League," said Greg 
Miller, Gwinn's high school coach

"We are all better because of 
Jayson," said John Cooper, the 
Buckeyes’ head coach, "He helped 
us become winners. Jayson will 
play football again. He will-play for 
the Master Coach and they will go 
undefeated because Jayson is a 
champion.”

Christmas: more than just a manger scene

"And the angel said unto them

perhaps a few jokes about what 
Caeser Augustus planned to do 
with all that tax money. Still, when 
one considers the conditions under 
which the Jews of that day lived, the 
scene on the hillside is one of rela 
tive calm, if not serenity. 

Yet, in a moment of time, the 
quiet is broken as an angel sudden 
ly appears and the shepherds are 
overwhelmed by the glory of God 
Realizing that they are now stand- 
ing on holy ground, the shepherds 
become fearful until the angel as 
sures them that all is well 

As their fear dissipates, it is 
replaced by a sense of awe and 
wonder because of the message 
the angel brings: "Unto you is born 


this day in the city of David a 


Saviour, which is Christ the Lord 

What was that? Did he say a 
Savidur? What did this mean? Was 
it possible that the hopes, of their 
ancestors had finally been real 
ized? Had the Deliverer really 
come? 

As the account unfelds 
throughout the rest of the chapter 
the answer becomes. clear: The 
long-awaited Messiah had been 
born and the prayers of generations 
of God's people had been 
answered. As the authors of "Little 
Town of Bethlehem" put it centuries 
later, "The hopes and fears of all the 
years are met in thee tonight.’ 

Certainly this was cause for 
celebration. After all, Messiahs are 
not born every day. yet, as the 
Scriptures attest, the rejoicing was 


short-lived, Within a few short 
years, Jesus Christ, the answer to 
sO many prayers, was vilified and 
eventually crucified 

Inconceivable, isn't jt? To be 
seech God for hundreds of years 
and then. reject the long-awaited 
answer seems ridicul@us at best 
But, it isn't that usually the way itis? 
Don't we often reject our blessings?

With self-esteem, youth 
counselor makes

Lorrain Clark's motto is, "One 
can make a difference." Clark is 
putting that. motto to work in trying 
to help instill healthy self-esteem in 
young people 

Clark, 43, was born and raised in 
Washington Courthouse, Ohio. "I 
was raised without prejudice," says 
Clark. "Il wasn't raised black or 
whitg." 

Reading-@rat-Reberts—book, 
"Seed Faith," inspired Clark to “tithe 
my money, time and talents." 

After graduating from the Sears 
Professional School of Modeling in 
Columbus, she volunteered at St 
Stephen's Community House, 
teaching modeling to South Linden 
area young people 

Clark said the kids enjoyed 
modeling because "It said, ‘Look at 
me. I'm something to be valued.” 


In addition to St. Stephen's 
Clark has administered self-esteem 
programs for several organizations, 
including the Boys Club, .Girl 
Scouts, YMCA and the Rosemont 
Schoo! for. Girls. She also worked 
with a group of Black studfes ‘stu 
dents from The Ohio State Univer 
sity 

Dealing with some of the kids 
was a difficult challenge, says 
Clark, ‘because of the troubled 
home lives they came from 

Mgeting with-some-of the 
parents of the kids helped Clark 
learn that "their norms were often 
very different from my norm,” she 
said, "Some Black people are 
trapped. They're trapped by the 
system, trapped by society. 

In.1980, Clark started im 
plementing her self-esteem pro- 
gram at East High School, while 
working as a receptionist

In 1992, Clark got-clearance to 
bring her program 2o the Franklin 
County Juvenile Detention Center 
The Franklin County Prevention In- 
stitute sponsors the program, which 
teaches the youths preventive 
methods and alternatives to drugs 
alcohol and violence

Clark has plans to open a sum 
mer institute for girls to teach home 
economics, horseback riding and 
tennis classes. Clark, who designs 
and makes much of her own 
wardrobe, would also like to go into 
fashion design 

For right now, she’s putting all 
her energy and most of her free time 
into helping central Ohio youths
